along  the  barrier  edge  baclc  of  the  Weddell  Sea. 
The  BriUrii  Gkyvemment  la  Interested  In  the 
venture  and  Is  financing  It  to  (he  extent  of 
£10.000  while  the  Royal  Geographical  Society  is 
making  a  grant  of  £1,000.  Hie  whole  expadttloli 
is  esoMCted  to  cost  £15,000.

Outside  of  those  whose  work  dur- 
ing the  Winter  calls  for  as  much 
muscular  effort  as  it  does  in  the 
Summer,  and  those  who  go  in  for 
Winter  sptorts,  people  Indulge  In 
much  les-s  physical  activity  <lurinK 
the  Winter  .season.  This  means 
that,  in  Winter,  thev  ii.se  up  le.ss 
energy  and,  therefore,  do  not  re- 
quire as  much  fixxl  At  this  tim*. 
when    less    food  i.s  reciuired,  mo.st 

peopis  eat  more  food,  with  the  re- 


sult that  thBT  suffer  from  the  Ul- 

effeeta  of  over-eating. 

The  Ul-cffecls  of  a  Winter  of 
neglect  cannot  be  corrected  by 
Spring  medicine.  There  is  no  n  a- 
son  why  Winter  should  not  be  a 
healthy  time.  It  cannot  be  so  un- 
less reasonable  attention  is  given 
to  such  things  as  diet  and  fresh 
air.  upon  which  rssta  tha  hsaith 
of  each  one. 

llie  dangerous  periods  of  life  and 
the  dangerous  seasons  of  tlie  year 
are  not  inevitable.  If  they  are 
actually  dangcrou.s,  it  Ls  becau.se  we 
have  been  neglectful  of  the  simple 
rules  of  healthy  living  which  need 
to  be  appbad  at  all  ttaaa  and  at

Haw  to  Achieve  the  Corre^  Swing  for  a  Back- 
spin  Shot 

 By  BOBBY  JONES 


Now  that  Mr.  Average  Golfir 
realizes  that  he  cannot  get  his  ball 
up  from  close  lies  wiUi  a  bra.ssle 
or  straight-faced  iron,  unless  he 
learns  to  swing  it  bo  that  it  will 
strike  the  ball  a  descending  blow, 
he  should  begin  to  fhul  out  what 
he  must  do  to  acoompUsh  this  re- 
sult correctly. 

Merely  to  hit  the  ball  down  is 
not  enough.  Indeed,  almost  every 
duffer  begins  by  hitting  down.  But 
at  the  same  time  he  cuts  across  the 
ball  viciously.  Keeping  most  of 
his  wel^  on  his  left  foot,  or  shift - 
hsg  it  there,  during  the  backswlng. 
when  he  begins  to  hit,  he  falls 
back  upon  his  right  foot  and  brings 
the  club  across  the  line  of  play 
from  the  out'idr  ,        •>  .

LONDON.— Mrs.  Herbert  Richard- 
son, in  a  paj>er  on  f'i).stume  In 
History."  which  .she  read  before  the 
Royal  Society  recently,  .siiid  that 
before  1770  FYancp  communicated 
her  costume  drslgiLs  to  the  rest  of 
the  world  by  means  of  the  manne- 
quin, or  doll,  a  life-size  figure 
dressed  in  the  newest  fashion  and 
sent  monthly  or  more  oftM  tO  every 
European  capital 

So  important  was  aha,  that  ia  the 
last  yean  of  tha  aavaatasath  cen- 
tury, whan  wa  ware  lighting  Louis 
IV  in  the  Netherlands,  the  min- 
isters of  the  two  countries  arranged 
a  safe-conduct  for  the  doll,  who 
passed,  unflred  upon,  through  the 
opposing  armies  .<;o  that  the  ladies 
of  Europe  might  get  their  fa.shlons 

It  was  the  dpvelopment  of  FYcnch 
line  engraving  in  the  days  of  Louts 
XV  that  suggested  to  the  dress 
vendors  the  substitution  of  a  pic- 
torial daalgn.  niere  followed,  both 
in  ftmnoe  and  England,  a  spate  of 
delightful  designs,  line-engraved 
and  hand-cohirsd,  nearly  all  of 
which  arc  practically  daeuoMBtl  of 
contemporary  history. 

The  coming  of  the  lithograph,  a 
process  which  replaced  the  old 
hand-colored  line  engraving  and 
made  possible  the  cheai)  reproduc- 
tion In  quantity  of  Inferior  deslgiv;, 
marked  on  the  wholn  a  surlrlen  de- 
cay, in  the  mld-ninptppntli  century 
Bt  any  rate.

of  Revohittonary  and  post-KevOlu- 
tloaary  fashions  had  mi^^ured  lata 
the  grace  of  the  Bmplre,  so  had 
widening  of  the  skirt,  with  Its  touch 
of  dowdlneas  and  prudery  In  the 
silhouette,  which  began  with  the 
Botirbon  Restoration,  reached  its 
full  flowering  In  the  crinoline  of  the 
IS-Vl's  and  IRBO's  The  rrlnollne 
was.  indped  as  hlstorWal  as  the 
pspudo-Oreek  mania  of  the  Dlrec- 
tnlre  or  tha  milltafld  fashions  of 
the  Napoleonic  wan.  Tt  expressed, 
as  nothing  else  quite  pxprcased 
that  estraordihary  femininity  of 
mid  irtiielMiilh  cantnry  which 
manlf acted  Itailf,  dmagoly  enougii 
both  In  AngUcaa  demm-enem  and 
In  Oallle  charm  and  gaiety.  R  was. 
perhaps,  the  mod  attractive  mlx- 
tiuv  of  grace  and  distinction,  of  pre- 
tentiousness and  nltra-fpmlnlnlty.
